
This week brings official notice that the 
Board of Directors of Sierra Madre Commu¬ 
nity .Hospital, Foothill Presbyterian Hospital, 
Foothill Medical Centers, Inc. and Methodist 
Hospital of Southern California have approved 
the transfer of affiliation of Sierra Madre Com¬ 
munity Hospital from Foothill Medical Centers, 
Inc. to the Methodist Hospital. 

The affiliation merges the local hospital, 
which has been struggling financially for about 
five years, for the second time in 1 Vi years. 

There will be no immediate changes based 
on the completion of the affiliation proceedings. 
Within the next few months steps will be taken 
to insure the optimum use of each facility. 

The affiliation, effective Aug. 22, was accom¬ 
plished by a transfer of control of the parent 
corporation to Methodist Hospital. Since Jan. 
1, 1982, assistance for the 49-bed Sierra Madre 
institution has been provided by Foothill Pres¬ 
byterian Hospital under the control of Foothill 
Medical Centers, Inc., a parent corporation. 


Details for the transfer were accomplished 
through meetings held over the past several 
months between trustees and officials of the three 
hospitals. 

Originally, in January, 1982, the first meeting 
of the newly constituted board of Foothill Medi¬ 
cal Center took place. Interim personnel from 
Foothill Medical Centers, Inc. replaced resigning 
hospital heads in June 1982. Larry K. Holt, 
vice-president of Foothill Medical Centers, Inc., 
took over Chontelle Eisenhart’s position as 
administrator then and Jean Palmer, R.N., took 
over as interim director of nurses. Representatives 
from Foothill have manned the principal posi¬ 
tions at the hospital ever since. 

“Because of the proximity of the two hos¬ 
pitals, Methodist and Sierra Madre, and the 
mutual communities we serve, this affiliation will 
allow us to provide the finest and most advanced 
health care possible,” comments Richard A. 
Hachten II, Methodist Hospital’s president and 
administrator. 


"This dual operation, serving our two com¬ 
munities and the greater San Gabriel Valley area, 
will allow our respective services to complement 
one another and to work as a team in accepting 
the challenges and opportunities relevant to health 
care in the ’80s,” he added. 

“We are pleased that Foothill Presbyterian 
Hospital has been able to provide funding and 
operational leadership for Sierra Madre Commu¬ 
nity Hospital since our affiliation 1 Zi years ago,” 
said Donald Hitt, president of Foothill Presby¬ 
terian Hospital in Glendora. “Now it is appro¬ 
priate that this type of assistance be provided by 
Methodist Hospital, a fine Arcadia-based institu¬ 
tion which traditionally serves the Sierra Madre 
area.” 

Hospital board members are jubilant over 
the final decision, and Andrew Roy Buchan, 
vice-chairman of the Sierra Madre board, says, 
“The Sierra Madre board is excited and enthused 
with this opportunity to improve the quality of

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City, police still at impasse 


Citizens to pay 
more for clean-up 


After last week’s peek into the financial 
difficulties between the Sierra Madre City Council 
and the Sierra Madre Police Officer’s Association, 
the News obtained salary schedules for all em¬ 
ployees of the police department. 

As was indicated in the story in last week’s 
News, the two factions are at an impasse in salary 
negotiations. The police employees feel they need 
more money and the city officials say they have 
no more money to mete out to anyone. 

But what do these men and women actually 
make? Classified positions include cadet, desk 
officer, detective sergeant, patrolman I, II and 
(Hit police department secretary, and sergeant I, 
II and III. 

Specifically, these people range in salary 
from $871 monthly, the lowest paid cadet, to 
$2745, the highest paid sergeant. They include the 
following: cadet, range $871-1060; desk officer, 
$1169-1421; police department secretary, $1197- 


1455; patrolman I, $1643-1999; patrolman II, 
$1726-2099; patrolman III, $1813-2203; detective 
sergeant, $1857-2258; sergeant I, $2048-2489; 
sergeant 11, $2151-2613; and sergeant Ill, $2258- 
2745. 

But that is only part of it, according to City 
Administrator Jim McRea, who included per¬ 
quisites as follows: 

— Retirement: each employee pays 7% of 
the salary and the city pays 30.602V#. For 
non-sworn persons such as the cadets, 
desk clerks and secretary, the city pays 
22.4V#. 

— Vacation: each person receives two weeks 
for the first five years, then one day each 
year thereafter to a maximum of 25 days 
and an additional vacation day; one day 
sick leave per month. Employees also

Sierra Madre residents will be paying more 
this next year to have their trash and refuse 
hauled away. 

Tuesday night, the Sierra Madre City Council, 
on a divided vote, approved a 25® a month in¬ 
crease in the cost of the residential trash service 
provided by Western Waste Industries. 

It was the third appearance before the City 
Council within the last two weeks for representa¬ 
tives of the Carson, Ca.-based refuse hauling firm. 

While not receiving their requested 13.8Vo 
annual increase, the representatives of the city 
franchisee did ultimately receive the concurrence 
of Mayor Clem Bartolai, Councilwoman Lisa 
Fowler and Councilman Carlyle Griffin for a 4.5Vo 
annual increase in their charge for picking up 
the city’s discards. The motion of Fowler for 
that size increase was opposed by Mayor Pro 
Tern Tom Edwards and Councilman Charles 
Corp. 

Corp’s earlier motion to limit the annual 
increase for the removal of the city’s throw-away 
to approximately 3Ve or 16.5® per month lacked 
the support of all the other counciImembers. 

Urging the council for a minimum increase 
of at least 10Vo per year were the Division Mana¬ 
ger of Western Waste, Edward Osepian and 
Vice Presidents John Gerardi and Alien Hicks. 

The semi-monthly meeting of the council

was more than 15 minutes late in getting started .. . 
causing Mayor Bartolai to publicly apologize to 
those attending the council meeting for the 
lateness of the start. However, no explanation 
was offered as the reason for the delay com¬ 
mencing council meeting. 

In other matters, the council sat as an 
appellate body to two decisions of the city’s 
Planning Commission. 

In the first, the council heard the appeal of 
Paul and Jan Hagen to the action of the Planning 
Commission determining their residence on

This letter is written 
in response to Joan Rei- 
chardt’s letter in the Sier¬ 
ra Madre News of August 
4, and in an effort to 
inform parents of secon¬ 
dary school students in 
the City of Sierra Madre 
regarding transportation 
to school for 1983-84. 

As everyone knows, a 
very complete transpor¬ 
tation system has been 
provided for all students 
in this district since 1970. 
With the advent of chan¬ 
ges in boundaries requir¬ 
ing fewer students to be 
transported, and with 
the continued increase in 
cost of providing service, 
it has been incumbent 
on the district during 
the past several years to 
restrict the transportation 
system offered to its stu¬ 
dents. This year, in an 
effort to further reduce 
a very costly non-in- 
structional service, the 
district has approved a 
plan in which secondary 
school students will use 
RTD transportation 
with the district paying 
for the cost of the bus 
pass for those students 
who are eligible. 

For almost 70% of the 
students in our district a 
bus will take them directly 
from their neighborhood 
to the school of atten¬ 
dance. There are some 
areas, such as northeast 
Sierra Madre, where it is 
not possible to take one 
bus directly to school. 
As in the case of the 
students Joan Reichardt 
was referring to, they will 
have to take two buses to 
Eliot Junior High School. 
We have been working 
closely with RTD to 
make sure that there will 


be adequate transporta¬ 
tion for students and 
that in the eventuality 
of a transfer, that lines 
are so scheduled so that 
the wait between buses 
is as short as possible. 

While we do not be¬ 
lieve that the system will 
be perfect on the first 
morning of school, we 
do believe that within a 
few days things will be 
operating smoothly. This 
has always been the case 
when a new transporta¬ 
tion system is implemen¬ 
ted, and we have no 
reason to believe that this 
will pose any greater 
problems than changes 
in the past. Indeed, the 
district is sending a letter 
to each eligible student 
with the complete infor¬ 
mation about how to get 
a bus pass, who to call 
for information, maps of 
the lines to be used, the 
bus stops and the time 
schedules. 

In addition, represen¬ 
tatives of the Eliot staff 
will be in Sierra Madre 
to ride the buses with 
the students during the 
first few days to make 
sure that there is super¬ 
vision and that any prob¬ 
lems that develop find 
speedy solutions. The 
Superintendent and the 
Board of Education and 
I are mindful of the 
importance of a good, 
safe transporation system 
for students. We are en¬ 
deavouring to provide 
this within the financial 
constraints we must work. 
With the patience and 
cooperation of students, 
parents and communities, 
we believe the plan that 
we have developed will 
work.

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Martin may choose to quit Siena Made 


Time might be running out for Sierra Madre 
if City Attorney Charles Martin decides against 
continuing in that post. 

Martin recently signed a three-year contract 
with South Pasadena that will pay him $75,000 
a year with one stipulation: he must quit working 
for all but one other city by the end of the year. 
He presently earns $45,000 a year from that city 
as city administrator, city attorney, community 
redevelopment agency executive director and 
attorney. 


Recently he resigned as city attorney of San 
Marino. He resigned as city administrator there 
June 30. 

He is city manager, city attorney, redevelop¬ 
ment agency director and agency attorney in 
Irwindale and Azusa as well as South Pasadena. 
He receives $82,000 in Irwindale, $75,000 in Azusa, 
$23,900 in Temple City and $4800 last year in 
Sierra Madre. Before his resignations, he earned 
$25,812 in San Marino. Martin’s contract with 
Azusa extends through September. 




South Pasadena City Councilman David 
Margrave, who maintains a plumbing business 
in Sierra Madre, said Tuesday morning, “Martin 
signed the contract that he wrote. In it he states 
that no later than Dec. 31, he will come to South 
Pasadena as much as full-time as possible and he 
will continue in one other community, preferably 
a small community. He can’t have two or three 
or any more towns as he has had before. We 
have a lot of problems and we need a creative 
individual. 1 didn’t want Charlie as a temporary. 
I asked for his resignation if he couldn’t give 
us more time. South Pasadena will be his center 
of attention. He’ll work here with a secretary, 
maybe seven, eight hours a day. If he doesn’t, 
his contract will be broken. He will not be here.” 

Martin told the News, “I’m still with Sierra 
Madre but it’s uncertain what I plan to do. I must 
get my house in order by the end of the year.” 

He has served as the city attorney of Sierra 
Madre since 1958 and also in that post in Temple 
City since 1965. 


When asked this week how they perceive 
the possibility of Martin’s quitting Sierra Madre, 
City Councilpersons who could be contacted re¬ 
plied as follows: 

Mayor Clem Bartolai — “In discussing briefly 
this with Charles Martin, I find he’s definitely 
limiting the scope of his responsibilities. Whether 
or not Sierra Madre will have the benefit of his 
continued services at this time I’m not positively 
sure.” 

Lisa Fowler — “I’m a little bit hesitant to 
make a decision about a new administrator while 
there still is one. We need to evaluate the current 
office and make a decision in that before I’m 
seriously interested in looking at someone else.”

Chairman of the Board John Hahn has been 
out-of-town this week. 

The Sierra Madre Community Hospital was 
originated as the concept and property of Dr. 
George Groth Jr., following the precedent set 
by his father who established the first medical 
center on Baldwin Ave. in 1920. 

The present location was selected by Dr. 
Groth in 1957. He first 1 set up offices in the 
“Hermosa House,” which still stands at the rear 
of the property and is used for such purposes 
as a meeting place of the Sierra Madre Hospital 
Auxiliary. 

Groth was instrumental in organizing the 
hospital foundation which has historically con¬ 
sisted of 101 members living in the immediate 
area. Each year the foundation elected from its 
members a Board of Trustees of 11 members 
which serve as the governing l^pdy. 

The foundation’s original cost for all the 
property was $542,500 as indicated in a 1972 
comment in the Sierra Madre News. In 1978 the 
mortgage was paid off. 

The hospital is located in the central shopping 
area of Sierra Madre, across from City Hall.

outcrops in the hillsides. Mating usually occurs 
in the spring, a time when snakes are most active 
after a winter fast. 

Females have no maternal instinct, and the 
live-born young, about 8 to 10 per brood, have 
to fend for themselves, seeking their own live 
prey. Only a few minutes after birth a baby 
rattlesnake is cabable of striking. 

There is no doubt that they are extremely 
dangerous, and although annual statistics on 
snakebites per state have not been kept consis¬ 
tently, past studies indicate that 90% of the bites 
in California are within city limits, or in the 
nearby foothills. 

Poisonous snakebites rarely cause death, 
but because those victims are often the elderly 
or children, they need to be firmly warned 
about precautions. 

Be careful around tall grass, rocks, 
woodpiles, garages, and while gardening. 
Watch where you put your hands and feat. 
Look first. Step en a log, not over it. Snakes 
often lie In the shade of a log, “averaging” 
the temperature between shade and aun. 
Don’t gather firewood from your woodpile 
In the twilight or dark without very special 
caution.

Remember a rattlesnake cannot be counted 
on to hiss or rattle before striking. They’re not 
altruistic in any serse. If you or someone in your 
area is bitten try to obtain medical help as quickly 
as possible. 

Do not attempt to excise the bite unless a 
doctor is present, ot medical help is more than 
four hours away. 

Try to identify ihe snake, and keep the vic¬ 
tim as calm as possible. Tingling around the 
mouth, and a sensation of yellow vision are 
early indications of severe poisoning. 

There is a possibility that even a dead snake 
can strike reflexively, and experts warn against 
handling one carelessly. 

Fortunately, our area is quickly accessible 
to expert medical atention, and our local Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department members are well-trained 
and quite capable. Their advice is to remember 
that we can enjoy oir proximity to the wilderness, 
but we must not igrnre its hazards.

Citizens to pay 
more for clean-up

Woodland Drive to be a public nuisance. 

Last winter’s unusually heavy rains caused 
erosion of the Hagen property with the result 
that their neighbor below, Herman Schaffer, 
had a portion of his home damaged by the 
earth movement. 

The Planning Commission, after considering 
the matter, ordered the Hagens to correct the 
slope failure, the foundations of their home, 
the correction of a cable lift and the access 
bridge (over the Sierra Madre wash) to their 
property within 30 days. It was from this order, 
the Hagens appealed to the city council. 

Auer hearing from both the Hagens and 
Schaffer, the council, again on a split vote with 
Bartolai, Griffin and Fowler constituting the ma¬ 
jority, sustained the Planning Commission action 
but gave the Hagens 45 days to correct the 
slope and foundation and 90 days to rectify the 
cable lift and access bridge. 

In the other matter, the council members 
again divided in their ultimate decision but this 
time with the mayor being joined by Edwards 
and Corp, the Planning Commission action in 
ordering Jimmie Wareham to return her property 
on Sycamore Place to R-l permitted uses within 
one year. 

Wareham, appearing with her attorney, 
Douglas J. Farrell, urged the council to overrule 
the Planning Commission. 

According to Farrell, the use of the property 
by Wareham was “not inconsistent with the 
neighborhood.” 

Farrell added, “The city should be stopped 
(to deny) they had no knowledge of the property 
(or its uses) because of various permits granted 
by the city over the past 20-plus years.” 

Farrell concluded by asking the council 
either to “grandfather in” the non-conforming 
use of the property by his client or grant Ware¬ 
ham the right to rent the property for 5 to 7 
years to get back a portion of the money invested 
to improve the property. 

Appearing before the council to contest the 
Wareham request was Katherine Riser who iden-

If Alexander says ‘The 
fish was this big’.. it was 


You could say Bob 
Alexander fell hook, 
line and sinker for fish¬ 
ing, but if you did some¬ 
one would probably ar¬ 
rest you for the joke. 
However, the Sierra 
Madrean has been in¬ 
volved in the serious 
sport for only three years 
and is already a cham¬ 
pion. Last year he was 
pegged for the “eighth 
overall” slot for the 
Western Bass Tourna¬ 
ment and he is also tops 
in the Pomona Valley 
Club with the most 
poundage—12 lbs. 

The sport is not an 
inexpensive one. Every 
time Alexander partici¬ 
pates in a tournament— 
Western Bass Tourna¬ 
ments a year—he has to 
put a few dollars on the 
line. For instance, the 
Lake Mead tournament 
costs $1250 to enter but 
first prize is $50,000. 
And there’s stiff compe¬ 
tition; 280 competed at 
Lake Mead alone last 
year. 

The competition is 
what drew Alexander 
to the sport in the first 
place. “1 like the chal¬ 
lenge of pitting myself 
against the best (fisher¬ 
men) in the world. Now 
I know I can handle it. 

It is taxing, it costs lots 
of money, and you miss 
lots of work, but it’s 
worth it,” he says. 

Tournaments usually 
last two days; how¬ 
ever, he is usually gone 
for four or five days 
when you count the time 
it takes to get a feeling 
for the area to be fished. 

Fisher-men are judged, 
Alexander explains, on 
the point system. “If 
you finish 10th, you get 


90 points.” 

There are heartaches, 
too. Last year he came 
within 15 minutes of tak¬ 
ing home a big prize. He 
came within 15 minutes 
of taking home a big 
prize. He and 49 other 
fishermen made the “fish 
off” last year and went 
to Pine Flats for the 
final competition. 

Fishing was super 
tough, he says, since 
rain shot the second day. 
On the third day he had 
caught four fish by 9 a.m. 
and his peers told him 
he might as well pack his 
bag because he was un¬ 
doubtedly going to be 
the big winner. 

He was fishing all by 
himself in an out-of- 
the-way cove, watching 
the time carefully. His 
watch registered 4:45 
p.m. which meant he had 
15 minutes to get his 
gear together and return 
to the competition head¬ 
quarters. Just to be sure, 
he called to a fisherman 
who was trolling and 
asked the time. 

“It’s 5 p.m.,” the man 
called back. It couldn’t 
be, but it was, and with 
the headquarters eight 
minutes away, that meant 
Alexander would be 
docked at least eight 
pounds — one pound 
per minute for being late. 
Needless to say, he lost 
top billing in the tour¬ 
nament because of his 
faulty wristwatch. 

The “flyaway” is a 
special prize for the 


winner of the “fish off’’ 
in which the winner and 
his wife are swept away 
to a choice spot for an 
all-expenses-paid vaca¬ 
tion. Maybe next year . . . 

Alexander explains 
that bass fishing takes a 
natural ability. It also 
takes patience and con¬ 
fidence in the lure. 

Lures, he says, are 
chosen for the depth of 
the fishing. 

You wouldn’t use crank 
bait in deep water since 
it’s good for only eight 
feet. Plastic worms are 
good for deep fishing. 

“Bass are tempera¬ 
mental. You never know 
whether they will be in 
deep or shallow areas. 
They usually like a com¬ 
fort zone---between 
66 and 72 degrees. Our 
bass boats have gauges 
for checking the water 
but you also have to 
play it by ear. They are 
weird fish—constantly 
moving and that’s the 
challenge. 

All the fish the fisher¬ 
men catch are thrown 
back into the lakes. 

In their boats are aer¬ 
ated live wells to keep 
the fish alive so they 
can be thrown back into 
the lake after weighing 
in. 

Does he ever fish for 
food? Seldom. He likes 
the game of catch and 
release. 

The next tournament? 
Well, maybe next 
month . . .

Marlborough Terrace — a touch of Eden

Marlborough Terrace, an area located in the 
upper canyon of northeast Sierra Madre, is a spe¬ 
cial kind of Eden. Putting down roots in such 
a place may very well mean having your head in 
the clouds. 

Its 1400’ elevation is reached by turning off 
Mountain Trail onto Churchill Road, the only 
access street. It begins at the point up Churchill 
where Fern Glen and Canyon Crest meet. 

Sharp-curved, narrow roads lead to homes 
located in a sylvan setting with spectacular moun¬ 
tain and valley views. This rare area offers the 
sort of quiet and privacy that are unusual within a 
city limit. 

Better known and settled earlier is the canyon 
area just below. This has more entering streets 
and is less isolated than was the location, in the 
early 1900s, of the popular “Carter’s Camp” 
resort. Later it was Sierra Madre Canyon Park 
where a spring-fed city swimming pool provided 
refreshing fun for years before the present muni¬ 
cipal pool was built. 

Between the two canyons is Little Santa Anita 
or the Sierra Madre Wash rushing its way down 
from the mountains. 

Development of these canyons began before 
Sierra Madre zoning control so that many lots are 
only 25’ or less than 40’ wide. Houses often rise 
for a perpendicular existence and especially so 
when additions are made. But the variety and 
uniqueness of the homes are another part of the 
area’s charm. 

Most intriguing is the Chinese Moon Gate 
house, built in 1938 by a young man with an in¬ 
terest in Chinese culture. Entered through a moon 
gate in a high wall, it has a bridge to the front 
door with the courtside of the house cantilevered 
over a moat. The magnificent Chinese roof of 
antique electra blue tile with hand-wrought metal 
god figures is all that is visible from the street. 

This house is located near where John Richard¬ 
son’s daughter and son-in-law, known as the 
“Canyon Smiths,” lived and raised their 13 
children. 

Another appealing home-has a name that 
hardly seems appropriate — “Robbers Roost.” 

It is said to have been a thieve’s hideaway with 
its second story providing a good view of Churchill 
Road where police might approach. There is also 
a rumored buried treasure. A recent owner re¬ 
placed the front door with a door saved from a 

demolished church. Would this soften the home’s 
notoriety? 

Marlborough Terrace has its share of inter¬ 
esting people. Thirty-year Trident Kay Ritter, an 
artist, and her late husband Paul, who was very 
active in the restoration of our Historical Society 
museums, picked it as a haven of quiet and 
beauty and in good fun have a wall plaque in 
their home which states “Down with the Flat 
Landers.” 

Famous artist Alfred James Dewey and his 
family spent their years in Sierra Madre living in 
Marlborough Terrace. His home still stands cut 
into the mountainside with a living room window 
that is floor-to-ceiling height and brings the moun¬ 
tain view right into the home. 

Dewey’s friend, Merrill Miller, was another 
longtime resident. He is now in his late 80s and 
retired to Laguna Hills Leisure World. His home 
was on Orange Drive and since he thought the 
name of his street should be changed, approached 
the Council or Planning Commission to call it 
“Siesta Alley” — and would you believe — was 
turned down. Orange Drive it remains. 


At one time this section of Sierra Madre was 
government-owned land as a result of the U.S. 
acquisition of California from Mexico in 1848. 
Not within the boundaries of privately-owned 
property it reverted to the government. In the 
1860s it was part of the 160 acres granted to Civil 
War veteran John Richardson for homesteading. 
In 1879 John deeded it to his son, Levi. 

In 1881, Levi sold all but 10 acres of the land 
to Sierra Madre founder Nathaniel Carter to be- 
come.part of Carter’s “Sierra Madre Tract.” 
“Lucky” Baldwin was never an owner of the land 
in this section of Sierra Madre, but in 1875 when 
he bought Rancho Santa Anita (the heart of which 
today is the Arboretum), he made a separate pur¬ 
chase of the water rights to Little Santa Anita 
Wash. When he sold those 845 acres of the ranch— 
which ended at Grand View—to Carter, he also 
sold Carter half of those water rights, thus pro¬ 
viding Sierra Madre’s first water source. 

Churchill Road is named for the Churchill 
Ranch once owned by Henry C. Churchill who 
bought the land in the 1890s from a Mr. Bauker. 
The frost- and fog-free climate and the protection 
from west winds were ideal for the growing of 
citrus and avocados produced on the ranch. 
Churchill also planted a spineless cactus developed 
by Luther Burbank for cattle feed. The cactus 
is still growing on Skyland Drive. 

Running through the Ritter property were 
underground pipes which brought mountain water 
to irrigate the ranch. 

Churchill’s home stands today at 735 Can¬ 
yon Crest. It was built of sturdy Oregon pine 
and is a two-story porch-fronted replica of his 
former home in New England. A later owner of 
the house was Edith Blumer Bowen and her 
husband. Mrs. Bowen’s parents, the John G. Blu- 
mers, had come from England to Sierra Madre in 
1886. Mr. Blumer took a vital part in the develop¬ 
ment of our town, but it was this English back¬ 
ground which was the factor in the naming of 
Marlborough Terrace. Mrs. Blumer suggested 


it. The family name of Churchill carried the title 
of Duke of Marlborough. S' 

Former ranch buildings still stand and have 
been remodeled into homes. The structure at 646 
Orange Drive was once the bunkhouse and 661 
was an outbuilding and loading dock. 

Bill and Dorothy Hobiak live at 661. Dorothy 
sells real estate and specializes in canyon property. 
She was her own best salesperson 19 years ago 
when the house came on the market. The cement 
porch of this home fans out to a loading dock 
and today has been enlarged with a side patfo 
where the Hobiaks hold their annual July 4th 
party. And, naturally, the patio furniture is white 
with either red or blue cushions. But the Hobiaks 
possess something very rare for canyon property— 
an area for ample parking. 

In 1921, Z.L. Parmalee purchased the Chur¬ 
chill Ranch, laid out roads, subdivided and ad¬ 
vertised heavily. Marlborough Terrace experienced 
its first boom and has enjoyed spurts of growth 
ever since. 

But not all has been perfect in this Eden. 

The threat of fire, flood or mud is ever-present 
and many homes have been damaged or even 
demolished. 

However, residents here, just as in places like 
Santa Monica, Malibu or Topanga, repair, re¬ 
build and still stay. Barricades and the Property 
Owner’s Organization, which even keeps a file of 
the location of gas and electric turnoffs for each 
home if owners are gone during an emergency, 
plus knowledge from past experience have helped 
handle the two pressures — hillsides heavy with 
brush that are fire hazards or that are bare and 
can cause mudslides and floods. 

By way of closing, one might mention that 
from the many artifacts found we know that 
Indians were the first to live in this special area. 

And a check of a map showing where the Indians 
lived in California will show that those areas are 
considered choice real estate today.

Perspiration is initially an acid which turns 
alkaline through bacterial reaction. Perspira¬ 
tion also contains skin scales, soil, and salts 
which can cause deteriorating effects on many 
dyes and fabrics. Perspiration can cause color 
loss if left in too long. The misuse of anti- 
perspirants and deodorants may also deter¬ 
iorate dyes and fabrics. 

The removal of perspiration stains and 
soil is very complex and best left to a pro¬ 
fessional cleaner. Professional spotting and 
cleaning procedures reduce the alkaline con¬ 
centration, and the destructive action is slowed 
down. Pantorium Cleaners suggest that you 
take your garments to the cleaners more often 
during hot summer months. A professional 
spotter goes through several steps to remove 
the effects of perspiration and to avoid dam¬ 
aging the garment’s color and fabric.

Safety seat law produces 
10% drop in child death injury 


The new safety seat law 
is directly responsible for 
the drop of nearly 10 % 
in numbers of children 
who are vicitims of ser¬ 
ious California traffic 
accidents. The law re¬ 
quires parents to use safe¬ 
ty seats for children who 
are vehicle passengers. 


Between January and 
April of this year 1328 
children under 4 years 
old have been injured or 
have died as a result of 
accidents. That figure 
compares with 1482 dur¬ 
ing the same period last 
year before the law was 
enacted, the California 


Highway Patrol reports. 

The legislation requires 
children passengers under 
age 4 or weighing less 
than 40 pounds to be in 
a federally - approved 
child safety seat when 
traveling in a car or light 
truck with a parent or
